We are the protectors of wildlife; guardians of 
animal life;, and this is. the sense, in which the word^keeper^ 
should reflect* Our present title, as is, can demand as much 
respect as any fancy technological nomenclature. The word 
keeper is synonymous to the field of zoology and it has re¬ 
mained intact because of its simple, direct description of what 
we do. We keep, protect, and guard the species and specimens of 
wildlife in our charge and a zoo keeper by-any other'name would 
still be a keeper* 

It would be to our advantage to publicize the- actual 
content of our responsibilities and bring into prominence the 
title we now hold. We have earned the right to command pro¬ 
fessional recognition by what we do* The title of zoo keeper 
should be committed to capital letters, and the definition of 
its true meaning, praised, -rather than critisized*

The unprecedented prosperity in America and in , 
Europe has led to fashion demands having implications reaching 
far-beyond the .articles that we see displayed in our chic shops, 
and far beyond anything that wo can imagine in terms of slaughter 
and cruelty* Laws that control the sale of wild animals-and 
birds are feeble at best, and the high price offered adds 
difficulty* 


An example is the illegal traffic in alligators 
in our southern states* Here, poaching continues to be a problem, 
even on sanctuary properities and under the vigilant eyes of 
federal and state authorities., and active conservation groups* 

Why? The dollar value for alligators is tempting, and economic 
values-often overshadows the law* 

How many leopards,'cheetahs, or ocelots go into a 
single coat? How many women can afford to buy them? The answers 
may be found in the salons of New York, Paris, London, and 
Rome* as well as the major shops in our smaller, cities. Not

you see, there were many damaged or disfigured pelts—nil

The great sea turtles are being harvested by highly 
efficient dragging operations, and poaching continues on their 
breeding beaches the world around. Why? Because in an affluent 
society, turtle soup is a status symbol. Because turtle oil 
has been presented as a kind of magic for keeping the face 
beautiful] Because of the avid demand for the skin from a turtle*s 
neck for handbags and shoes. Broad expanses of tropical beaches,., 
where for centuries turtles have laid their eggs (a vital food 
for protein-starved natives) are strewn with the mutilated, 
remains^of these great beasts-creatures that will never return 
to reproduce.
